Yates Proposes to Culiom. —

Europe Plans No Intervention So Long 
as a Civil War Is Avaided 
in Servia.

The tragedy at the palace of Belgrade, 
marking the latest of the revolutions which 
have convulsed Servia from time to time 
during the last century, is not regarded in 
diplomatic circles in London as likely to lead 
to civil war. Stress is laid on the unpopu- 
larity of King Alexander since his marriage 
to Queen Draga. King Alexander’s suc- 
cessor, Peter Karageorgevitch, is a son-in- 


law of the prince of Montenegro, and is re- 


garded as being most acceptable to the peo- 
ple. 
Complications Not Locked For. 

The universal anxiety of the governments 
of Burope for peace is advanced as a rea- 
son why the Servian situation is not likely 
to lead to complications. Should, however, 
these unexpectedly arise, official circles think 
an Austro-Hungarian army will immediately 
march into Servia and restore order. This 
eventuality, however, is considered improb- 
able. 

It is semi-officially stated that King Ed- 
ward and Queen Alexandra were informed 


from carrying out his day’s arrangements. 
What will the future bring forth for Servia 


was the question heard on every hand. One 


morning paper prints what is declared to be 
a Servian prophecy, running thus: 

After Karageorgevitch has passed to the 
crown through blood, a foreign nation will 
come down and hold the land, driving him 
away. There will the foreigners stay for 


ayear. Afterward a man will come from the 


blood of the old kings of the land, who will 
drive out the foreigners and establish a new 
rule as great as in ancient times.“ 

A Servian resident in London is quoted as 
saying that Karageorgevitch's ciaims to the 


throne are likely to be disputed by Prince 


Mirako of Montenegro, who married Con- 
stantinovitch, a descendant of the old 
Bervian monarchs. Mirako is in great 
favor with Russia. Peter Karageorgevitch 
is also persona gratissima in St. Petersburg, 
whereas he is proportionately dislikeg in Aus- 
tria. 


Must Consult Russia and Austria. 


A Berlin dispatch to the Daily Telegraph 
says a change of dynasty in Belgrade is a 
question that cannot be settled without ref - 


erence to Russia and Austria, who are both 


desirous of hindering a conflagration in the 
peninsula. Another continental dispatch to 
London in the morning papers indicates a 
prevalence of opinion that whatever trouble 
may ensue it will be confined to Servia. 
Summarizing these views the Daily Tele- 
graph editorially says: Servia has shaken 
off its rash despotism by a heartless crime, 
which reduces her position and prospects 
even lower than they stood before and the 
tranquillity of Europe will be secured, if need 
be, with scant regard to her vanity or 
wishes.” 
Servian Minister Explains Tragedy. 
Mijatovitch, the Servian minister to Lon- 


don, was one of the earliest to confirm the 
first reports of the tragedy at Belgrade. In 


an interview he said that a considerable sec- 


tion of the Servian people was dissatisfied 
with Alexander's tendency to eliminate the 
radical element from the government, and 
at rumors, which were constantly in circula- 
tion, that he wished to appoint as heir ap- 
parent Capt. Loungnevitza, his wife’s broth- 
er. Mijatovitch added that the queen was 
disliked by the people. 

The Servian minister added to the explana- 
tions regarding the assassination a remi- 
niscence of the prediction made by a clair- 

monarch 


vovyant to the effect that the Servian ! 


would be assassinated. This prediction was 
made about a month ago at a reception at 
Mowbray house, where W. T. Stead had 
gathered. together two or three mediums, 
The minister’s story was confirmed by Stead, 
who said that in the course of a seance one 
of the mediums was handed a jewel, which 
at one time belonged to King Alexander and 
a letter which had been written by the king. 
She was not aware to whom they belonged 
or where they came from. After 
them in her hands for a time she said: 
These belong to royalty.” She then be- 
“I see,” she cried, the interior of a pal- 
ace. The king is being killed and the queen 
is beside him. She has fallen on her knees. 
I can't see whether the queen has been killed, 
but the king is dead. Terrible, terrible.“ 
Mijatovitch in his account declared that 
the clairvoyant explained in detail how the 
tragedy would happen. A knife was to be 


used, and there were many circumstances 


about the affair which would be of a pecu- 
Marly revolting nature. 
“I don’t know how last night's assassina- 


| ton was committed,” he said, “but i will be 


indeed extraordinary if the prophecy has 
been carried out. I was so much impressed 
with the story that I wrote privately to King 
Alexander, warning him to take every care 
and precaution.”’ 
Lansdowne Gives Official Reports. 

Replying to a question in the house last 
evening, the marquis of Lansdowne, the 
minister of foreign affairs, said that the 
king and queen of Servia, the queen’s 
brother, and two of her sisters, and one of 
the queen’s aids and twelve guards had 
been killed in the tragedy at Bel- 
grade. Lord Lansdowne went on to say that 
the British government had been given to 
understand that the revolutionary move- 
ment had been organized by the army, and 
Prince Peter had been proclaimed king and 
a new government had been formed, which 
contained representatives of all political par- 
ties, under the man who formerly held the 
office of prime minister of the government. 
Lord Lansdowne said he had been informed 
that the constitution of 1901, which recently 
had been abolished by the late king, had 
been restored, and the national assembly, 
which was dissolved last March, had been 
summoned to meet at once. 

Replying to a question by the earl of 
Spencer, the liberal leader of the house of 
lords, Lord Lansdowne said he gathered 
from the information at hand that the palace 
at Belgrade had been surrounded and at- 
tacked and the unfortunate persons done to 
death. 


Action of Powers in Doubt. 


PARIS, June 11.—Officials of the foreign 
|] Office say it is too soon to indicate clearly the 
effect of the situation in Servia on the Ru- 
ropean situation. Servia’s dynastic troubles 
have been long impending, the present up- 
rising being due to the animosities growing 
out of the propaganda of the pretender, 
Karageorgevitch. It is recalled that when 
the Karageorgevitch dynasty secured brief 
rule in 1858 the Buropean powers intervened 
and established a protectorate and thus ter- 
minated that dynasty.

With a king old enough to be wise, yet

spected, Servia has assumed a new position 
among the powers of the east. 

The population of Servia is peculiarly 
vigorous. No country in Europe presents so 
high a proportion of marriages. The aver- 
age. duration of wedded Mfe is 19.4 years and 
the average number of children per family is 
424. Births outnumber deaths nearly two 
to one. No race suicide there. Four out of 
every five families lve on land which they 
own, and seven out of every eight persons are 
directly dependent upon agriculture for a liv-— 


‘tng. This ia a population from which to re- 


cruit soldiers, and Servia’s army on @ war 
Servia has been an independemt nation only 
twenty-five years, though she has been 


‘struggling for independence for 100 years. 


Her leaders have learned the lesson by this 
time to make use of the jealousies of other 
powers to advance themselves and not to 
rely too far on foreign aid. 7 

When Black George raised the standard of 
revolt on Feb. 1, 1804, he gathered about him 
men who drove out the Turks, and had the 
Servians been left to settle it the Servian 
kingdom would have been established then. 
To the Rusefans the Servians naturally 
looked for aid, and for a time they beHeved 
they would haveit. Napoleon in 1806 urged 
the sultan of Turkey never to give up Servia, 
and offered 20,000 Frenchmen to reconquer 
the country. The Russians in 1811 occupied 
Belgrade, to the great delight of the Servians, 
who little knew that the next day Russia 
offered to give Servia to Austria. But in 1812 
the delusive hopes of liberty vanished. Rus- 
sia and France signed the treaty of 
Bucharest, in which the Servians gained 
nothing. Black George—Karageorge—fied 
from the’ country when he realized that all 
the powers of Burope were unfriendly to him, 
and when he returned at a later day by 
stealth to raise the peasantry again against 
Turkish rule he was murdered and his head 
sent to the sultan of Turkey. 

Milosh, another of the native leaders, began 
a second revolt in 1815, and in 1829 was rec- 
ognized as prince. His devotion to British 
interests led to his deposition in 1839, and in 
1842 the son of Karageorge was elected king. 
During the Crimean war Alexander Kara- 
georgevitch took no active part, much to the 
disgust of Russia, and in 1859 he was deposed. 
It is his son, born in 1846, while his father 
was prince, that now becomes king. 


Servia achieved her independence by war 
against Turkey, but when Russia came to 
make peace with Turkey in 1878 the hopes 
of the Servians were again frustrated. 
Sooner than raise up too great a state from 
the Servian people under Turkish rule, Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina were handed over to 
the protection of Austria and a new Slavic 
state, Bulgaria, was created. From that 
time to the present the court of Belgrade has 
been subject now to Austrian, now to Rus- 
sian influences. King Alexander succeeded 
in offending every one, and his death will 
cause no sense of personal loss anywhere, 
but time alone will show whether Austria or

In 1888 Milan divorced Natalie and kid- 
naped her son, Alexander, who was at this 
time 12 years of age. But the scandals of 
Milan’s reign had already exhausted the pa- 
tience of the Servian people. Milan faced the 
alternative of abdication or certain assassina- 
tion. He chose the former and made a 
bargain with his people. They paid him 
$2,000,000 and he gave up his throne. 

Alexander I. mounted the throne on March 


6, 1889, at the age of 18 years. He had loved 


his mother, who was the idol of the Servian 
people, and therefore the Servians loved him. 
Three regents were selected to rule in his 
name until he should become of age. 

They were Gen. Belimarkovic, M. Rishcs, 
and M. Provitch. They began their regency 
under the most favorable circumstances. 
The country wasat peace and the people con- 
tented. Queen Natalie was brought back to 
Belgrade and given a palace. The reign of 
the boy king had opened auspiciously. 


The exiled Milan, however, persistently 


interfered in the politics of Servia, and the 
country was soon in a turmoil. Queen Na- 
talie’s hand was felt in the political affairs of 
the kingdom and between the intrigues of 
Milan and the. interference of Natalie the 


Servian population were brought to the verge 


of civil war. 

The regents dealt first with Milan. They 
knew he could be bought with money, for 
once before he had been induced to sell bis 
throne. A bargain was finally made. The 
regents restored to Milan the property which 
had been confiscated when Milan went into 
voluntary exile. Milan promptly mortgaged 
it or sold it. The regents further paid Milan 
$1,000,000. in cash from the Servian treasury. 
In return for all this Milan agreed never to 
cross the Servian frontier and abandoned his 
citizenship. This was on April 14, 1891. 


The regents having rid themselves of 
Milan, next exiled the queen mother. On 
May 10, 1891, they formally requested Queen 
Natalie to leave the kingdom. She refused. 
Bight days later an effort was made to expel 
„She was seized at her palace in Bel- 
grade, but while he was being conveyed to 
the quay where a vessel was waiting to carry 
ber out of Servia she was rescued by a band 
of students, who took her back to her resi- 
dence and afterward defended it.

On the night of April 14, 1893, when Alex- 
ander was 17 years old, he summarily abol- 
ished the regency, apparently being forced 
to do so by political circumstances.

For many months the situation in Servia 

had been critical owing to the abuse of their 


power by the regents and state officials. Af- 


fairs had become so bad the king determined 
to take the reins in his own hands. In ac- 
cordance with this determination plans were 
secretly laid by means of which the regents 
and the ministry would be ousted without 
opportunity for opposition. Unsuspectingly 
they attended the banquet, and while they 
were enjoying themselves at the palace de- 
tachments of soldiers and bodies of police 
took possession of the ministers’ houses and 
occupied the government buildings. 

Bight were seated at dinner, the king pre- 
siding. After the third course the king rose 
and sald to the regents: 

Gentlemen, for four years you, in my 
name, have administered the kingly power. 
I thank you heartily for the trouble you have 
taken. I now feel able to administer the 
power myself, and will exercise it from this 
moment. I beg you, therefore, immediately 
to hand me your resignations.” £5 

M. Risties replied that he could not and 
would not comply with the king's request. 
which was contrary to the constitution. The 
king thereupon left the room and sent an aide 
de camp to demand the resignation of the 
ministers.

When the deposed regents and ministers 
heard the proclamation they were dum- 
founded. The king and his advisers acted 
with great promptitude, and soldiers who 
were in waiting at once placed the regents 
and ministers under arrest and they were 
sent to rooms which had been prepared for 
them in the palace. 

After issuing the proclamation, and long 
before daybreak, the king proceeded to the 
barracks, where the troops were under arms, 


and was received with joyous acclamations:

In the year 1900 King Alexander started on 


a tour of Europe in search of a bride. He 
visited all the courts of Europe. His expe- 
riences were highly discouraging. He saw 
the king of the Belgians and was coldly but 
politely informed that he need not look for a 
wife there. 

The king even attempted to secure a rich 
American bride, but his efforts in this direc- 
tion were as futile as they had been every- 
where else. :

It is at this point in the reign of King Alex - 


ander that the woman Draga Maschin en- 
tered the history of Servia and began the 


career of petty intrigue that ended with her 


assassination. | 

Draga Maschin years before had made 
Alexander her slave. She was a voluptuary 
and he a degenerate. She ruled his life abso- 
lutely, and he was only too willing to mak 
her queen of Servia. . 

Alexander assembled his ministers and an- 
nounced that he proposed to marry Draga 
Maschin. He printed the announcement in 
the official gazette. It raised a storm in the 
country. The cabinet ministers 
violently. They told the king the conse 
quences of his act might ruin the dynasty. 


Tam the hing.“ said Alexander proudly. 
“and I cam marry whom I please. Attend 


to your duties and do not meddle with my 
private affairs.” 
With that he dismiesed them. They went 
away and resigned im a body. 


Ex-King Milan who was then a general in 
the Servian army, was at Ce taking 
the waters for his hopeless liver when he 
neard of his son’s determination. He im- 
mediately started for Servia, swearing that 


all costs. He had a large following 
army and might have caused trouble. 
Alexander ordered him to be stopped at the 
frontier. Ex-King Milan his com- 
mand in the Servian army. At the same 
time his mother, Queen Natalie, cut Alex- 
ander out of her will and left her large fortune 
to the church. 

From the day of his marriage to Queen 
Draga King Alexander rapidly fell in the 
estimation of his people. The door of every 
royal house in Europe was closed in his face. 

Alexander was the last of the Obreno- 
vitch family, and his union with Queen 
Draga was childless. Draga attempted to 
secure the succession of the throne to her 
brother. That was the beginning of the end. 
Alexander's life, that of his queen, his min- 
isters, and his household, went out in the 
final tragedy in the palace of Belgrade,

Draga was at Biarritz with Queen Natalie 
when King Alexander first saw her. Tha 
was seven years ago; he was 17 and she was 
well into her 30s, a widow and an experi- 
enced woman of the world, of whom the 
gossips had much to say. When he entered 
the room to greet his mother he encountered 
the flashing dark eyes of the fascinating 
lady-in-waiting staring boldly and steadily 
at him. He saw nothing in the room but 
those eyes, paid attention to no one but 
Draga, and upon that day he became her 
willing slave forever after. 

When she returned to Belgrade from Biar- 
ritz a few months later her power over the 
boy king was already recognized. Queen 
Natale allowed it, mindful of Russia. Milan 
fostered it, delighted at the prospect of 
knowing his son's movements through such 
a trusty source and influencing his mind for

In less than a year her hand was shown in 
Alexander's first coup d@ état. He had not 
yet attained) his majority, and his kingdom 
wae governed by three regents. These dig- 
nitaries were feasting one night with him 
when the room was suddenly barricaded, 
the king anhounced that the authority of 
the regents was ended, and they were kept 
prisoners until he had been formally pro- 
claimed before the army. After that no one 
dared ignore the existence of Draga Mashin 
in political affairs. 

Alexander established Draga in a palace 
which was as splendid as any in Beigrade. 
There the court flocked for gayety; there the 
Russian and Austrian diplomats held secret 
conferences in turn, each trying to pay more 
than the other. There the king often mingled 
with the guests; speaking to no one but 
Draga, dancing all the evening with no one 
but Draga, throwing confetti to no one else, 
and frowning darkly upon any one who at- 
tempted a word with her. 


The court did not wonder at her sway 
over the king, who had inherited the vices 
of his father and the weaknesses of his 
mother without the military bravery of the 
former or the personel goodness of the lat- 
ter. Mme. Mashin was never counted a 
beauty; she was dark dome 
swarthy, in repose her 
— But her fascination

could not be doubted; she was a bewitching 
talker, and while talking became a beauty. 
She was tall and slender, and beautifully 
formed, of the ortental type, with masses 


of soft black hair and liquid eyes full of. 


subtle flattery. Before she essayed the role 
of queen she was frequently seen in the Paris 
salons, where she was known for her perfect 
taste in etiquette as well as for her wit and 
social diplomacy. 

The Servian people and court wanted their 
king to marry. After his mother and father 
had unsuccessfully begged the hand of many 
a petty princess, they were willing for him 
te marry a commoner. But they never 

-thought of his marrying Mme. Mashin—they 
would have opposed that. Alexander, how- 
ever, did not consult them, nor even his own 
ministers or his council of state: One fine 
morning in July, 00, the people of Belgrade 
awoke to discover that the king’s second 
coup d'état had taken place during the night. 
Upon the walls of the city was a long proc- 
lamation signed by the royal hand, in which 
he made known his betrothal to Draga 
Mashin, a daughter of the Servian people, 
whose home would, be a pattern to all Ser- 
vian homes, and who would bring happiness 
to the country, as did the wife of his grand- 
father, also from the people. 

Absolutely no Servian official seems to have 
known of the proclamation beforehand. The 
capital was in a turmoil of excitement, cab- 
inet ministers gathered in agitated meeting, 
the council of state assembled to declare 
against the proposed marriage; the presi- 
dent of the skupshtina and the metropolitan, 
the head of the Servian church, went down 
upon their knees before.the king and begged. 
him to be. wise. There were threats among 
the people, and Mme. Draga’s. house had to 
be carefully guarded. The Ming ignored all 
entreaties, and drove boldly through the 
streets every day in an open carriage with 
his future queen by his side.

Finally Alexander and Draga were mar- 
ried, and from that day Servia's woes be- 
gan. 

Queen Draga might have made her hold on 
the Servian throne secure had she presented 
King Alexander withason. Alexander was 
the last of the Obrenovitch dynasty. The 
only hope of the nation was in Queen Draga. 
Realizing her failure, she sought by a sub- 
terfuge, common enough in cheap fiction, 
to deceive the Servians by presenting as her 
own a child of unknown perentage.

statutes within which the office must be 
assumed; the common law requires that it 


doe done within a reasonable time.

FATE OF ELECTION OFFICERS 
WIL BE DECIDED TUESDAY. 


Judge Carter Will Then Pass on Ques- 
tion Whether Defendants Are in Con- 
tempt ot Court. 


Whether the judges and clerks of election 
in the Twenty-seventh precinct of the 
Eighteenth: ward are in contempt of court 
because they allowed twelve or more cases 
of double voting in the recent judicial 
election will be decided by Judge O. N. Car- 
ter next Tuesday. The arguments were 
closed yesterday. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes occupied 
the morning in answering the argument of 
Attorney Forrest that the legislature had no 
right to make election officials officers of the 
court and subject them to summary con- 
tempt proceedings for misbehavior "’ in of- 
fice.

Mississippi River Stationary |

REMAINING LEVEES FIRM. 


Rescuers Are Occupied in Trying 
to Save Their Property from 
Further Damage. 


East St. Louis, III., June 11.—The crisis of 
the flood situation here has passed, Boat 
crews which yesterday strained their ener- 
gies to the point of exhaustion in rescuing the 
prisoners of the flood today occupied them- 
selves in saving property and bringing to 
higher ground belated 
viously had not believed 
mediate danger. 

Since the break in the Illinois Central 
| devee the flood has le no dangerous breaks, 
although a portion of the Baltimore and 5 
Ohio embankment gave way last night and 
the flood area was further increased by seep- 
age today. Tonight water continues to seep 
through Broadway in various places, flood- 
ing the lowland between that street and 
Missouri avenue, the next street north, with 
from two to six feet of water. This section of 
the flood extends between the two streets 
for miles, interrupted occasionally by em- 
bankments. 

The river is stationary tonight at 37.9 feet. 
and it is expected to go down from now on. 

The situation now is a repetition of the 
conditions in Kansas City and Topeka—an 
endless vista of deserted second stories of 
houses, or perhaps just their roofs, with 
here and there brick public buildings and 
factories. In some of the larger buildings ‘ 
people were still living, subsisting on food 
brought to them in boats. There is a gen- 
eral disposition to accept minimum reports 
of loss of life rather than the stories originat- 
ing in the excitement of the moment when 
the flood poured in. 

The work today has been, and will continue 
to be, that of caring for the refugees. This 
the citizens of East St. Louis, led by Mayor 
Cook, Col. Culver of the Fifth Illinois 1. N. 
G., Congressman Rodenberg, and others, are 
doing. with energy. The supply of food 
seems ample, but the refugees still in the 
city would have been more comfortable to- 
night had they had more bedding. 5 

There has of a necessity been much con- 
fusion,”’ said Mayor Cook, but I believe 
that. tonight we have brought about order 
and the redemption of the city will proceed 
with the system which will result in the 
least loss.“

Mrs. Mosley Is Worried. 

Mrs. Mosley was even more disturbed as the 
result of the day's conference with Mrs. W. 
 Kiein and Mrs. A. F. Pashley of Palos 
Park. 


„The women admitted their objection was 
founded on prejudice,” she said. They told 
me it would be unpleasant for us to live 
in their village, where even colored servants 
are not tolerated. I asked them if they were 
Christians, and they said they were. 

“They also said they feared more colored 
families would move to the park, and that 
an settlement would grow up. Unfort- 
unately there is too little danger of this. Few 
colored people ever save enough money to 
buy their own homes.“

mt 1584 Michigan avenue. The place he 
bought has for more than a year been an an- 
noéyance to the people of the park. It was the 
home of Joseph Hopkins, the alleged post-

sided there.
